Dear Mr. Minister: 


We are pleased to submit this fifty-first Annual Statistical Report of the Ontario 
Racing Commission, covering the operations of the Commission during 2000. 


There have been a number of significant years in the history of horse racing in 
the Province of Ontario but the year 2000 will certainly stand out. With the 
combined effect of the take-out reduction and the opening of the eleventh 
racetrack slot operation in 2000, the response in the industry has been 
tremendous. The number of live race dates continues its upward climb, 
providing racing and entertainment opportunities. Horse sales are seeing 
numbers not experienced in ten years as we see the impact of increased purses 
on owners' eagerness to invest. Performance of the annual horse sales also 
demonstrated the industry's faith in the future with increases of as much as 26%. 
Revenue from increased wagering and from slot operations has boosted purses 
an incredible 41%, from $101 million in 1999 to $141 million in 2000. 


In recognizing the unique relationship between the Commission and the industry 
it regulates, the Government of Ontario enacted legislation on December 15, 
2000 changing the status of the Ontario Racing Commission to a regulatory 
self-financing agency. This change will provide us with the necessary tools to 
more effectively regulate the industry. The Commission appreciates your 
government's confidence in us and in the ability of the racing industry as a whole 
to enhance its role as a major contributor to the social and economic life of 
Ontario. 


Given the change in our status, our reporting mechanisms will also be changing. 
This will be the last year that the Annual Report of the Ontario Racing 
Commission retains this format. Next year's Annual Report will make the 
transition to a fiscal report for the year ending March 31st, 2002. The Annual 
Report will now report on the performance of the Commission, with less 
emphasis being placed on industry statistics.

Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1990, Chapter R.2 


he Ontario Racing Commission was 
eee under the Racing 
Commission Act by the Ontario 
Provincial Government in 1950 to 
govern, direct, control and regulate horse 
racing in the province. 


1. In this Act, 


(a) Commission means the Ontario 
Racing Commission; 

(b) Minister means the member of the 
Executive Council to whom the 
administration of this Act is assigned 
by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council. (“ministre”) R.S.O. 1980, c. 
429 so 1: 


2. The body corporate known as the 
Ontario Racing Commission, established 
under The Racing Commission Act, 1950, 
being chapter 67, is continued under the 
name Ontario Racing Commission in 
English and the name Commission des 
courses de 1’ Ontario in French, and shall 
be composed of not fewer than three and 
not more than seven members appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 
R.S.O. 1980, c. 429, s. 2, revised. 


3. The objects of the Commission 
are to govern, direct, control and regulate 
horse racing in Ontario in any or all of its 
forms. R.S.O. 1980, c. 429, s. 3. 


4. The members of the Commission 
shall hold office for a term of not more 
than three years, but any person is 
eligible for reappointment. R.S.O. 1980, 
c. 429, s. 4. 


5. (1) The Lieutenant Governor in 
Council shall name one of the members 
to be the chair and one of the members to 
be the vice-chair. 


(2) When the office of chair is 
vacant or in the absence of the chair, the 
vice-chair shall act in his place and stead.

6. (1) At any meeting of the 
Commission a majority of the members 
constitutes a quorum, and a majority vote 
of the members present at any meeting of 
the Commission determines any question.

Commission Activity 


Meetings and Hearings 


The seven-member Commission meets on a 
regular basis to establish policy, to deal 
with administrative matters and to act as a 
quasi-judicial tribunal. 


Commission Meetings 


The Commission held ten formal meetings 
during 2000 at which regular business was 
attended to. 


Hearings 


In addition to formal meetings, the Com- 
mission sat for sixty-six days at which 
licensees appeared for hearings or appeals. 


Thoroughbred 

The Commission held seventeen 
Thoroughbred hearings; 16 were appeals of 
rulings pertaining to the Rules of 
Thoroughbred Racing and one was related 
to licensing and other issues. Of the ap- 
peals, 5 were dismissed, 5 were dismissed 
with varied penalty and 6 were allowed. 


Standardbred 

The Commission held forty-two 
Standardbred hearings; 36 were appeals of 
rulings pertaining to the Rules of Standard- 
bred Racing and six were hearings related 
to licensing and other issues. Of the ap- 
peals, 23 were dismissed, 8 were dismissed 
with varied penalty and 5 were allowed. 


General 

In addition to the above, the Commission 
heard 12 applications for teletheatre licen- 
ces, of which 11 were approved and one 
was denied. The Commission also sat for 
three racedate related applications and for 
three other licensing related matters. 


Memberships 


Association of Racing Commissioners, 
International 

The Commission continues to hold active 
membership in the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International. This 
organization is comprised of representatives 
from all racing commissions throughout 
North America, Mexico and the Caribbean. 
The organization acts as a clearing house 
for changes in racing rules and statistical 
information. The Chair is a member of the 
Executive Board. Deputy Director of 
Racing, Terry Stone, serves on both the 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred Rules 
Committee. 


Racetracks Security Canada 

Acting to facilitate the transfer of informa- 
tion between organizations on security 
matters and the investigation process, this 
organization is made up of racetrack secu- 
rity personnel as well as Canadian 
Pari-Mutuel Agency and Commission rep- 
resentatives. 


American Association of Equine 
Practitioners 

This association is a professional society of 
more than 4,500 members from the United 
States, Canada and over 40 other countries. 
Since its founding in 1944, one of the pri- 
mary roles of the AAEP has been to act in 
an advisory capacity to the racing industry 
on matters affecting the health of the horse. 


Rulings 


Thoroughbred 

During , the Commission issued 18 Com- 
mission Thoroughbred rulings. The 
Stewards issued 560 rulings for various in- 
fractions against licensed personnel 
including owners, trainers, jockeys, 
grooms, hot walkers and exercise riders. 


Standardbred 

During 2000, the Commission issued 360 
Commission Standardbred rulings. The 
Judges issuedr 2027 rulings for various in- 
fractions against licensed personnel 
including owners, trainers, drivers and 
grooms. 


Racing Industry Appeal Board 


Standardbred Division 
(Standardbred Appeal Board) 


This appeal tribunal is appointed by the 
Ontario Racing Commission upon rec- 
ommendations from Standardbred 
Canada and the Ontario Harness Horse 
Association. 


This board hears Standardbred appeals 
relative to fines of less than $500.00 
and/or suspensions of less than 30 days. 
The Board sat for eleven days at which 
forty-eight licensees appeared to have 
their appeals dealt with. Thirteen appeals 
were allowed and 35 appeals were disal- 
lowed. 


Thoroughbred Division 
(Thoroughbred Appeal Board) 


The Thoroughbred Division of the In- 
dustry Appeal Board was established in 
1999. 


This appeal tribunal is appointed by the 
Ontario Racing Commission upon rec- 
ommendations from industry 
associations. 


This board hears Thoroughbred appeals 
relative to fines of less than $500.00 and/or 
suspensions of less than 30 days. In 2000, 
the Board sat for 5 days and heard 25 ap- 
peals on a wide range of rule violations. Of 
those three were allowed, two were with- 
drawn and 19 appeals were denied. Of 
those that were denied, three were further 
appealed to the Ontario Racing Commis- 
sion.
